Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fukutani (US Pat. 
No. 6, 038,431). 

Regarding claim 3, Fukutani discloses an audio and video combined apparatus wherein a 
housing includes a DVD deck, a video cassette deck, a DVD operating device, a video cassette 
operating device and a power device, both of said operating devices and said power device are 
mounted on at least one double-sided board (see figs. 10, 19 A), said double-sided board 
mounting said DVD operating device is provided between said housing and said video cassette 
deck, and a circuit generating a noise in said DVD operating device is positioned below said 
video cassette deck, and is surrounded by a conductive panel of said housing and a conductive 
chassis of said video cassette deck and is thus shielded electromagnetically (see figs. 8, 17, 19 A, 
and col. 6 lines 49-col. 7 line 16, col. 16 lines 1-24, col. 19 lines 55-67 and col. 22 lines 23-32). 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected for the same reason as discussed in claim 3 above.
